rate this new and strange absence 
from the sea is experienced by prac; 
tically all of the 30,000 Danish set} 
tlers in*the West; for you must re- 
member that it is almost. impossible 


to live anywhere in.Denniark without -—— 


being in sight or sound of the sea, 
either the coast or’bay or inlet. 
“But,” Mr. Sandemose hastened 
to add, 
wears off, after a year or so, and once 
the settlers have dug themselves in 
and got used to the new horizon they 
do well, even in wheat growing, which
